THE TENTH REPORT 

OF THE 

COMMISSIONERS 

Appointed by the Acts of the 1st & 2d Geo. 4, c. 90, and 3d Geo. 4, 
c. 37 ; for inquiring into the Collection and Management of the 
Public Revenue arising in Ireland, and into certain Departments 
of the Public Revenue arising in Great Britain. 




B EFORE the passing of the Act for the Consolidation of the Boards of Customs 
and Excise, under which Local Boards were appointed for Ireland and Scot- 
land, instructions were issued by your Lordships for the guidance of the Commis- 
sioners who formed the intermediate Boards. By these instructions, the Board 
of Customs were required to cause “ surveys to be made of the principal ports in 
“ that part of the United Kingdom, in order to be prepared, whenever the changes 
“ then proposed should be carried into effect, to submit the proper establishment of 
t“ officers for each port, upon the lowest and most economical scale, that might be 
“ consistent with the accommodation of the merchant and the security of the reve- 
“ nue.” The Commissioners were also instructed “ to inquire into the present 
“ condition and distribution of the Preventive Coast Guard, and to report as to its 
“ efficacy in the prevention of smuggling upon the coasts of Ireland.” 

It was further directed, that the reports on such surveys and inquiries, with any 
observations to which they might give rise, should from time to time be communi- 
cated to the Commissioners of Parliamentary Revenue Inquiry. 

The Commissioners of the intermediate Board appear to have lost no time in 
carrying your Lordships instructions into effect ; and on their application to the 
Board of Customs in London, a selection was made of officers belonging to that 
establishment, who, from their experience in the business of the Out ports, were con- 
sidered to be best qualified to execute the proposed survey. At the time of our 
arrival in Dublin, the officers were employed in the prosecution of their several 
inspections ; and the detailed reports transmitted by them to the Board in Dublin, 
were from time to time laid before us. 

In conformity to the course pursued with respect to the Out ports of Scotland, it 
was our intention to have inspected personally the ports of Ireland, before we 
offered any opinion on the establishments proper for each : The execution, how- 
ever, of this intention, was prevented by the pressure of other business ; and as we 
have reason to believe that any considerable delay in the revision of these establish- 
ments will be attended with serious inconvenience, not only as leading to the 
continuance of an expense in many respects unnecessary, but also as tending to 
impede the introduction of the English system, we have been induced to submit 
recommendations for the establishments, and future conduct of the business of these 
Ports, founded upon such information and evidence as we have had the means of 
obtaining without leaving Dublin : For this purpose we have carefully examined 
the several reports transmitted by the surveying officers in their various details, and

have had repeated communications not only with the Commissioners of the Irish 
Board, but with other persons belonging to the Establishment, possessing local in- 
formation ; and after receiving such suggestions as they had to offer on the several 
subjects to which the reports relate, Mr. Whitmore and Mr. Morris, officers of the 
English Department, who attended us in Ireland for this purpose, were called upon 
to examine in detail the several papers thus submitted to us, and to make such 
remarks on them as might be suggested by their practical knowledge and experi- 
ence, upon which we had already found much reason to rely. 

Our Seventh Report contains our observations on those offices of the Customs in 
Dublin, to which are entrusted the duties of general superintendence, control 
and account : We allude particularly to those of the Secretary, the Comptroller, the 
Accountant General, and the Examiner : Our remarks in the present Report will 
relate to the duties assigned to the different officers, who are employed in the re- 
ceipt of the revenue of Customs, and in superintending the shipment, landing 
and warehousing of merchandize in the several ports of Ireland. In adverting to the 
business to be transacted by these officers, we shall offer such suggestions as°appear 
to us likely to lead to improvements in the existing system, either in respect to the 
security of the Revenue, economy in its collection, or the convenience of the persons 
engaged in trade. We shall further call your Lordships special attention to the 
several plans for the construction of docks and warehouses, which have been either 
adopted or are under consideration,, and to the Preventive Coast Guard established 
for the prevention of smuggling. 

In consequence of a recommendation from the Commissioners appointed by His 
Majesty, to inquire into the Customs, and the Import and Export Departments of 
the Excise, directions have been given for framing a general classification of the 
ports of the United Kingdom. There can be no doubt as to the advantage to be 
derived from such a measure ; the facilities which it will afford to the removal of 
officers from one port to another, and to the establishment of a course of promo- 
tion for such as have been distinguished by ability and merit, from ports of an 
interior to those of a superior class, must be beneficially felt throughout the 
Department; and although this measure is not in such a state of forwardness as to 
enable us to avail ourselves of it practically in the present Report, we have kept in 
view the principle upon which it proceeds. 

In considering this subject in reference to Ireland, however, it is essential to 
observe, that the direct Foreign Trade of that country is at present almost exclusively 
confined to the ports of Dublin, Cork and Belfast : Your Lordships are aware, that 
the foreign commodities required in Ireland, have for some years been principally 
obtained from the warehouses of England ; and when we consider how much the 
means of obtaining these articles will be facilitated, both by the recent extension of 
the warehousing system, and by the removal of many of the restrictions which 
embarrassed the Trade between die two countries, at the same time that the intro- 
duction of steam packets, and the improved state of the Roads, have produced all 
the advantages of secure and rapid communication, we cannot but think that the 
merchants of Ireland will seek their supplies, still more generally than they have 
done hitherto, from the English market ; and we do not, therefore, anticipate, for 
a time at least, any material extension of the direct Foreign Trade. 

Under these circumstances, we do not hesitate to propose for adoption in Ireland 
the plan recommended in our Sixth Report, as applicable to Scotland, viz. that 
a part only of the present ports should be retained as distinct principal ports, with 
a complete establishment of officers of every class ; and that at the other ports of 
less extensive trade, reduced establishments of officers should be placed, to be sub- 
ordinate to, and under the direction of, those of such principal ports.

At all of these Ports a full establishment of officers is at present placed ; it 
appears to us, however, in conformity to the principle to which we have referred, 
that

are the only ports requiring officers of the rank of Collector' and Comptroller; these 
officers having under their control the officers of inferior rank stationed at the re- 
maining ports. In this recommendation, we are not to be understood as contem- 
plating any alteration in the privileges or facilities of trade enjoyed by the minor 
ports, at each of which a principal Coast officer and Assistant-collector should be 
retained, and authorized to receive Foreign and Coast Duties, as well as to grant 
the documents that at present or hereafter may be required for the necessary dispatch 
of the business of the port. 

\y e have annexed distinct Schedules, in which we have contrasted the 
Establishments we propose at each port, with those now existing, in order that the 
alterations which we consider as adapted to the complete introduction of the English 
system, may be distinctly placed before your Lordships. 

Before we commence our Observations on the several ports, we shall submit 
a brief description of the duties performed in England, by the different Officers at 
present employed, as well in the receipt of the Duties of Customs, as in super- 
intending the Shipment and Landing of Goods, and their final deposit in the ware- 
houses. 

These duties are as follows : 

The Collector is the principal officer of the port for receiving the Crown's Duties, Receipt. 
and making up the accounts. 

The Comptroller is jointly responsible with the Collector, for the amount of 
the duties, of which, and of the money expended, he keeps separate accounts as 
a check on those of the Collector. 

Surveyors. To superintend the conduct of the several officers employed in the shipment and 
landing and shipping of goods. landing. 

Searchers. To examine goods previously to their shipment for exportation. 

Landingwaiters. To examine and take an account of all goods imported.

It does not appear to us that there is any good reason for continuing the division 
of offices above detailed, and we therefore recommend, that the various duties per- 
formed in them should be consolidated and brought under the immediate direction of 
the Collector and Comptroller in Dublin. 

In the Schedule annexed, for this port, N° 1. we have stated in detail the esta- 
blishments appearing to us requisite for the offices of Collector and Comptroller 
Under this arrangement ; making provision also for the duties heretofore performed 
by the receiver general, whose office, in our Seventh Report, we have recommended 
to be united with the office of Collector. 

Your Lordships will observe, that by the introduction of the changes we have 
suggested, an ultimate reduction of £16,751. 3 s. will be made in the annual 
expenses at the Port of Dublin, and we have every reason to believe that this object 
will be effected, without any sacrifice of convenience to the public, or of security to 
the revenue. 

A considerable portion of this reduction will arise from the discontinuance of all 
the officers employed in the warehouses kept up at the expense of the Crown, for 
the deposit of those goods on which the duties are not immediately paid ; as 
the system which has prevailed in Ireland, with respect to these warehouses, appears 
to us to be objectionable on many accounts, we think it right to submit to your 
Lordships some remarks on this subject, and in offering them we desire to be under- 
stood as not confining ourselves to Dublin alone, but as applying our observations 
equally to all those ports where a similar practice has been adopted. 

We are fully sensible of the advantages which the commerce of the country 
derives from a system, under which merchants are permitted to place their goods in 
secure warehouses, without advancing the duties until it may be convenient to take 
them out for home consumption. In England, however, the warehouses necessary 
for this purpose (with the exception of those for tobacco) are either the property of 
companies, or of individuals who agree for the safe custody of their goods, at a 
certain rate of charge, and are by law jointly responsible with the merchant, that 
such goods shall not be removed without the payment of the duties ; the Crown 
itself is no party in the transaction, and incurs no responsibility, the only inter- 
ference on the part of its officers, is to ascertain that the buildings used as ware- 
houses are in a sufficient state of security, and that the duties are paid on the 
goods previous to delivery. 

As the merchant, under the Warehousing system, derives the direct advantage of 
being able to postpone the payment of the duties due on the immediate landing of 
his goods, it appears reasonable that he should undertake the burthen of providing 
the warehouses necessary for the security of the Revenue; if any doubts had 
existed, as to the expediency of the practice which prevails in England, they 
would be entirely removed by the experience which has been obtained, of the 
effects produced by an opposite practice in Ireland, where the Crown has incurred 
a very large expenditure without the prospect of any corresponding return, by the 
construction at Dublin and at other ports, of warehouses and docks. The works 
for this purpose at the port of Dublin, were undertaken in the year 1806, — the 
plan comprized wet docks of six acres in extent, surrounded by quays, warehouses 
and other buildings for the landing and storage of merchandize. The original 
estimate for this work, appears to have been £108,774; in the accounts in the 
Appendix, however, it is shown that the sum of £573,284, has already been 
expended, although the dock itself, and some of the warehouses, are still incom- 
plete. The undertaking -is now limited to the completion of the works already 
begun, and other buildings which had been in contemplation are wholly abandoned ; 
but it is nevertheless evident, from the small quantity of goods which have been 
hitherto deposited in the Stores, that the Crown can never be compensated for the 
expense incurred. 

It is not however, so much tp the .magnitude of this expense, as to the principle 
on which it has been incurred, that we are desirous of calling your Lordships 
attention ; we consider the employment of the public money for purposes of this 
kind, highly objectionable, even if it could be shown that its investment would lead 
to a profitable return on the amount of capital ; but in the present case, the practice 
will not receive support from any such expectation ; for although the warehouses 
which have been completed, afford the most ample and convenient accommodation 
for the deposit of goods, the quantity which has been hitherto brought into them is

so inconsiderable as to exclude the remotest prospect that the Crown will ever receive 
in the shape of storage rent, an adequate interest for the money expended. In the 
year ended the 5th January 1 823, the total amount of the storage rent for all descrip- 
tions of goods warehoused at the port of Dublin, was only £. 3,616. 6 s. 8 d. for an 
outlay of £. 500,000, or about -J per cent on the money expended ; and we have 
ascertained that the annual loss to the Revenue of Ireland, under the head of 
Storage Rent alone, for the year ended 1822, cannot be estimated at less 
than £.50,000. 

Under these impressions, we have learnt with much satisfaction, that directions 
have been given, and preliminary steps taken by your Lordships, for letting the 
warehouses in Dublin, and for relieving the Crown from all future charge on this 
account, thus placing the practice of the two countries, in respect to the ware- 
housing of goods, on the same footing. We are convinced that if these directions 
be properly acted upon, and care be taken that the warehouses are so let, as to allow 
a free competition between the lessees, the result will prove alike beneficial to the 
Revenue and to the Merchants. 

In this place it may be proper to notice an arrangement made by the Patentee 
Craner and Wharfinger in Dublin, under which a society of Merchants styled the 
Chamber of Commerce is authorized to hire persons for the performance of the 
labour of landing and shipping goods ; and to one similar in its nature, made by 
the Board of Customs in Ireland, under the Act 46 Geo. 3. c. 87. § 112. by which 
the same society is authorized to appoint persons to perform all other labour on the 
quays, docks, and warehouses. 

It appears that the persons employed for these purposes are paid daily wages, 
whilst the merchants are charged at the discretion of the society, a certain sum 
for each description of goods shipped, landed, warehoused, &c. It is evident, that 
if the rates so charged be not under some other control, it may be in the power of 
these persons to fix such a rate of payment for the work performed, as may 
expose all merchandize passing through the port of Dublin, to a tax undefined in 
its extent, and of a very objectionable nature. 

In England, the labour to which we have alluded is performed by persons em- 
ployed by the owners of the Docks and Warehouses, and the charges are made, 
either at rates fixed by law, or are the immediate nesult of a competition between 
the respective proprietors. 

It is no doubt desirable, as well for the security of the Revenue as for the con- 
venience of the merchant, that arrangements should be made for the shipping, 
landing, warehousing, &c. of merchandize, under the direction of responsible per- 
sons ; and as under the Act to which we have referred, the Crown has, in some 
degree, the power of regulating the sum to be paid for this labour, we recom- 
mend, that in letting the docks, warehouses, &c. in the manner directed by your 
Lordships, provision should be made for giving to the several lessees the power 
of appointing the persons to be employed in such docks and warehouses • 
charging regulated prices for each article, to be approved by the Board of Customs ; 
and reserving also to that Board the right of varying such rates as circumstances 
may require.

As there is no foreign trade at this port, and the coasting trade is far from con- 
siderate, it appears to us desirable, that the officers at Wicklow should be placed 
under the Principal Officers of the Port of Dublin, from whence it is distant about 

twenty-four 
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twenty-four miles. Under this arrangement the business of the port may be ade- 
quately provided for by the establishment specified in Schedule N* 2, and a 
diminution of expense, amounting to £.505. 8 s. 4 d. per annum effected.

The limited foreign trade at this port, and the nature of its harbour, which will 
only admit vessels of small burthen, appears to us to afford sufficient ground for 
recommending the reduced establishment detailed in Schedule N° 3. The officers 
to be placed under the direction of the principal officers at the port of Waterford. 

An ultimate annual diminution of expense will thereby be effected, amountin'* 
to £ 1,970. 1. 5.

The regulations recently established, under which the trade with Great Britain is 
placed on the footing of a coasting trade, must necessarily occasion a considerable 
diminution in the official business of this port, and an establishment so extensive as 
that at present employed, becomes unnecessary. 

In Schedule N° 4, we have proposed a reduction, which although it will ulti- 
timately effect a saving of £.3,414. 185. 11 d. we have no doubt may be made 
without any injurious consequences to the collection of the Revenue, and without, 
in any degree, interfering with the convenience of the merchants. 

A proposal for erecting, at the expense of the Crown, quays, stores and wet docks 
at this port, was recently under our consideration, in consequence of a reference 
from your Lordships. Independently of the objections to works of this description, 
on general principles, to which we have already adverted, it appears, from the

Reports of the English officers, that great practical difficulties exist to the pro- 
posed plan. It is stated, that the expense to be incurred in the erection of stores, 
cannot be estimated at less than £. 1 00,000 ; that the buildings, would be far 
too large for the trade and revenue business of the port, that the foundation is 
insecure and dangerous, and that the situation is inconveniently remote from the 
commercial part of the City. It was on a review of these considerations, that on 
the 8th of March last, in order to avoid delay, we directed our secretary to state 
to your Lordships our opinion, in the following terms ; viz. 

That the plan of constructing a wet Dock, together with Bonding warehouses 
and Custom-house, at the spot proposed, should be finally abandoned ; that a new 
custom-house should be formed on a part of the store at the back of the old 
custom-house, and that the Commissioners of Customs should proceed to dispose 
of the land agreed to be leased from the corporation of Waterford, and the materials 
now lying upon it, in such manner as might be most beneficial for the interests of 
the Crown. 

We have only to add, that subsequent consideration has confirmed us in the 
opinion thus expressed.

Although this port has a commodious Harbour and Quay, its direct foreign trade 
is so trifling that a separate establishment can hardly be necessary, and we therefore 
recommend the reduction detailed in Schedule N° 5, amounting in the whole to 
£•1,537- 8? • per annum, and that the officers should be placed under the direction 
of the principal officers of the port of Cork.

The accommodation of trade has been amply provided for at this port, by the 
recent erection of a custom-house, quays and warehouses, at the expense of the 
Crown ; the rent, however, hitherto received for the storage of goods, is inconsi- 
derable as compared with the interest of the money expended. 
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It has been suggested, that the Cellars under the custom-house and under some 
of the other buildings might be appropriated to warehouse whiskey on which the 
duties have not been paid ; such a measure we think very desirable, and we there- 
fore recommend it to your Lordships to direct the Boards of Customs and Excise to 
communicate on the best mode of carrying it into effect. When this shall have 
been done, the remaining buildings, with the exception of the tobacco warehouses, 
seizure store and custom-house, may be let by public auction, in the same manner 
as is proposed with regard to those of Dublin ; and the Commissioners of Excise 
may also let or otherwise dispose of many of the warehouses at present occupied by 
that department. On this subject we beg to refer to the examination of Mr. Carr, 
solicitor of Excise, annexed to our Second Report. 

At this and other ports we find a practice has prevailed of permitting merchants 
to provide yards for the deposit of timber under bond, without reference either to 
their distance from the Custom-House, or to the general convenience of the 
Merchants ; in some instances the situations appear to have been approved in order 
to accommodate individual proprietors, who, by those means, obtain to a consider- 
able degree the custody of their own goods, without the payment of the Crown’s 
duties. It will be most desirable that the regulations established in England, in 
regard to bonded warehouses and yards, should be adopted in Ireland, as soon as 
the necessary accommodation can be obtained within the prescribed distance from 
the Custom-Houses, and we recommend your Lordships to give directions to the 
Commissioners of Customs, to take care that these regulations be carried into effect, 
as well at Cork as at the other ports of Ireland. 

The porters, carmen and coopers on the quays, and in the stores at Cork, are paid 
by the Merchants at certain fixed rates , they are, however, appointed by and under 
the direction of the officers of the Customs employed in the stores, w ho keep their 
accounts, collect the money from the Merchants, and share the receipts. This prac- 
tice is evidently most objectionable ; but as it will necessarily cease when the ware- 
houses are let, it is not requisite that we should remark further on the subject.

It will be seen by the above account, that there is no foreign trade, and that the 
home trade is not such as would require the maintenance of a separate establish- 
ment.

Whether we consider the extent of trade, or the Revenue collected, Belfast appears 
to be peculiarly calculated for a central Port, and we accordingly recommend an 
establishment with that view (Schedule N” 20,) and that the officers of the mino r 
ports ot Larne and Donaghadee should be placed under its direction. 

For further details relating to the business of this port, we beg to refer vour 
Lordships to the evidence of Mr. Trevor, whom we have had an opportunity of 
examining in London ; he has been some months employed as acting Comptroller 
ot the Customs at Belfast ; and the measures he has taken, with a view to the future 
regulahon of the business according to the English system, appear to be well calcu- 
lated tor that object, and likely to be attended with considerable advantage. It cave 
us much satisfaction to ascertain that the practical experience of this Officer in the 
Revenue business of the Port, had led him entirely to concur with the English 
officers to whom we have referred, as to the description and number of individuals 
requisite to conduct the service. 

We concur in the suggestions that have been made to us, for placing a guard 
xt. , Ke P ort ’ vessel at Gramoil, for the reception of the tidewaiters to be put on board vessels

Belfast is one of the ports of Ireland at which warehouses have been provided

We have had under our consideration two plans for improving the Harbour of Appendix, 
Belfast, prepared by Mr. Rennie ; the first plan (including a new Custom-house N° lo . ’ 
and warehouses,) at an estimated expense of £. 651,680 ; and the second, suggesting 
improvements on a minor scale, at an expense not much exceeding one half of that 
amount : It is not our intention to enter into the merits of these plans, or to consider 
how far they are calculated to meet the view's of the Merchants. We have already 
said, that if works of this description be required for the accommodation of Trade, they 
should be undertaken by the Merchants, and not by the Crown. The utmost assist- 
ance, therefore, which we can recommend your Lordships to give to the proposed 
works, is to grant (as in the case of the improvements in the port of Liverpool) to 
any Merchants or Company who may think fit to embark in the undertaking, a loan 
at moderate interest, not exceeding £. 50,000 ; and we do this only because it is in 
evidence before us, that whilst the proposed improvement of the Port would diminish 
the risk of frauds to the Revenue, it would also tend to facilitate some further reduc- 
tions in the establishment of the Customs.

It may here be proper to remark, that in calculating the emoluments to be 
enjoyed in future by the Collectors of the Customs at the several ports, we have not 
taken into account, the allowance which has been claimed by those Officers of 2{ per 
cent, on the payments made by them on account of bills drawn from the Army and 
Navy pay Offices, for Half-pay, Pensions and Allotments to Seamen’s Wives : This 
allowance appears to have had the sanction of the government of Ireland, and to 
have been approved by warrants in 1 797 and 1 800, as well in the department of 
the Customs as in that of the Excise. In Great Britain similar payments are made * > N^ n i| X & 1 
by the Collectors of Customs and Excise, without any extra remuneration, and we 
cannot consider that the increased trouble or responsibility thereby created, is greater 
than may be reasonably required from the officers of one public department, in 
order to facilitate the business of another; we do not hesitate, in consequence, to 
recommend, that on every future appointment of a Collector, either in the Customs 
or Excise in Ireland, this allowance of 2f per cent, be discontinued.

ON our inspection of the Out-ports of Scotland, our attention was particularly 
directed to the establishment of the Preventive Coast Guard in that Country ; and in 
our Sixth Report we have stated several grounds upon which, in our opinion, the 
maintenance of that force, on the scale and system of management there adopted, 
had become inexpedient. The provision made for the discharge of a similar 
service in Ireland, has subsequently been one of the objects of our examination, 
and indeed the magnitude of the expenses attending its formation and support, 
could not fail to attract to it our peculiar consideration. The first point of our 
inquiry was, to ascertain the nature and extent of the evil against which this force 
is intended as a protection ; and with this view we have pursued various investigations 
into the extent of the contraband traffic with foreign countries, and the means by 
which it is carried on. Some of the examinations will be found in the Appendix, but 
there are obvious reasons against our making public all the evidence which we have 
received. The result has been, a conviction on our minds that foreign Smu<™lin<r 
actually prevails on these Coasts, to a degree which requires the maintenance of an 
extraordinary force for its prevention ; the practice, nevertheless, appears to be in 
great measure confined to the single article of tobacco, for, although attempts have 
been made for the clandestine introduction of tea, French brandies, and a few other 
articles, it has not been to such an extent as to require a distinct notice. The con- 
sumption, however, of tobacco, is so great in Ireland, and the duty levied upon it 
is an object of so much importance, that we are satisfied your Lordships will concur 
with us in thinking, the continuance of the protection would be justified if shown to 
be requisite for this single branch of Revenue.

The Preventive Coast Guard was first established on the East Coast of 
Ireland, in the year 1820, as a matter of experiment, and has gradually been 
extended so as to surround the Island. Stations are selected at various points 
on the coast, at each of which accommodation is provided for a detachment of 
men, varying in number according to the nature of the coast, and the facilities it 
presents for landing goods ; each station is provided with two boats, and with a 
supply of arms and ammunition, and other necessary stores. A chief officer is 
appointed to each station, and a certain number of stations, generally from three to 
eight, according to their distance from each other, are placed under the charge 
of a superior officer, styled an “ Inspecting Commander,” who is held respon- 
sible for the due protection of the Coast within his district, and is under the 
immediate orders of the Comptroller General. All the officers and men are selected 

from

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from such as have been accustomed to the sea service, and the former have in 
general been officers of the navy. 

The nature of the service upon which this force is employed, may be collected from 
the instructions issued under the directions of your Lordships, where its object is 
described to be “ to prevent the landing of smuggled goods, whereby the arrange- 
“ ments made by the smugglers on shore may be defeated; the disposal of the 
“ tobacco, if ultimately landed, rendered difficult and dangerous, and the probability 
“ of capturing the vessels, crews and cargoes, by revenue cruizers or His Ma- 
“ jesty’s ships, materially increased.” 

From the evidence which we have received, it appears that, in order to aid the 
illegal introduction of tobacco into the Country, concealed deposits are made at 
numerous places on the coast, which are contrived with much ingenuity to escape 
observation, and if the parties succeed in landing the bales, and lodgin'* them in 
these concealments, they may afterwards be removed into the interior without much 
risk of detection. Eighty Caves for deposits of this description appear to have 
been discovered, and broken up since July 1821. 

The construction of these places of concealment is such as necessarily leads 
to the belief of co-operation or connivance existing on the part of the occupiers of the 
land : We have, however, much satisfaction in expressing our conviction, that no 
disposition to countenance these proceedings prevails, in any extensive degree, 
amongst the principal Proprietors, who, as we are informed, have in general shown 
the most commendable zeal in affording assistance to the officers of the Coast Guard 
in the performance of their duty: We feel it necessary, however, to direct your 
Lordships notice to a particular case, which was brought to our attention on the 
examination of the Comptroller General, the circumstances attending which are 
fully detailed in the papers in the Appendix. 

The ordinary Guard of the Coast, as it formerly existed, was found to be wholly 
inadequate to the suppression of Smuggling carried on in this manner ; the rapidity 
with which, by means of these places of concealment, a vessel is enabled to dispose 
of its cargo on any part of the coast, and immediately to put to sea again, had the 
effect not only of eluding the vigilance of the officers stationed on shore, but also very 
much diminished the chance of capturing the vessels at Sea ; and we find accord- 
ingly, that the number of Smuggling Vessels captured afloat, for ten years previous 
to the establishment of the Preventive Coast Guard, was —

Besides the number of captures at sea, we have had direct evidence that many vessels, 
known to be laden w ith tobacco, have been wholly driven off the coast ; and that in 
a greater number of cases the landing of contraband cargoes by boats, has been 
wholly, or in part prevented. We have also reason to believe, that several long 
established smuggling concerns, in which regular partnerships had been formed, 
and agents employed both in Holland and in Ireland, have been definitively broken 
up, in consequence of the difficulties which have within the last two or three years 
attended their traffic, from the increased vigilance with which their proceedings 
have been watched, and more especially from the plans the Comptroller General has 
successfully arranged for obtaining private intelligence, by which the best concerted 
schemes have been in many instances counteracted. In addition to the arguments in 
favour of the continuance of this force, arising from the proofs of its efficiency in pro- 
moting the direct objects of its institution, there are incidental benefits attending it, to 
which, in our opinion, considerable importance must be attached. Those who are 
acquainted with the remote districts on the coast of Ireland, will immediately

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coastguard. Ullt ^ er f tan< ^ the nature and value of the advantages which are to be derived from the 

v ' establishment of stations on the parts of the country least unfrequented, where 

the residence of a number of men of regular conduct, and subject to a constant super- 
intendence, is found to produce a manifest improvement in the general habits of the 
people in the neighbourhood, and at the same time to afford a highly useful support 
to the local authorities, in the maintenance of good order and the general enforce- 
ment of the laws. The assistance rendered by the Preventive Coast Guard has 
also been highly valuable in cases of shipwreck to which the navigation on the 
exposed and tempestuous coasts of Ireland, is peculiarly liable; and we have had 
evidence of numerous cases in which lives have been saved, and much property 
recovered, through the exertions of the officers and men belonging to this service, 
who appear on such occasions to have afforded assistance with a promptitude for 
which the greatest credit is due to them. 

It is evident that these advantages must, in a great measure, depend upon the 
manner in which this service is conducted, and we wish it to be understood, that in 
expressing our opinion on the expediency of continuing the Coast Guard in lreland 
on its present footing, we have been influenced as much by witnessing the excellent 
system of management adopted by the present Comptroller General, as by the 
nature of the Coast, and the extent of the Foreign Smuggling. 

In estimating the number of persons to be employed, besides taking into consider- 
ation the several objects to which we have above adverted, your Lordships will observe 
that we look to the Coast Guard for the means of effecting many of the reductions we 
have proposed at the Outports, which will be found to consist of a considerable 
portion of that class of officers who heretofore discharged the duties to which the 
Coast Guard has been appointed; in consequence of these reductions, it is 
probable some addition may be required to the latter description offeree; it will be 
necessary also to place some stations in the harbour of Belfast, on the grounds stated 
in the Reports and Evidence of Mr. Dombrain, and other papers, which will be 
found in the Appendix. 

From the observations we have made, it will be inferred that we consider the dis- 
cipline at present established in Ireland as well adapted to a force of this description. 
We must, however, repeat the opinion expressed in our Sixth Report, of the im- 
portance of having the several descriptions of force employed on this service under the 
authority of one department. We have had abundant evidence' of the inconvenience 
and injury which the public service has sustained in Ireland, , from the arrangement 
under which the officers on the establishment of the Customs remained subject 5 to the 
immediate orders of their Board, whilst the officers of the Coast Guard were placed 
under the Comptroller General, and the Cruizers under the Admiral in command : We 
entirely concur, therefore, in the expediency of the directions given by your Lord- 
ships Minute of the 23d October 1 823, for transferring to the Board of Customs 
the superintendence and control over the Comptroller General, heretofore exercised 
by your Lordships, and in those more recently giyen for subjecting the Cruizers to the 
same authority. The local Board in Dublin, with the advice and assistance of the 
Comptroller General, will, we are satisfied, be able so to direct this united force as 
materially to increase its efficiency, and at the same time permit a considerable 
reduction to be made in the present number and expense of the Cruizers. 

ppendix, In a Report dated the 24th January last, the Local Board have recommended 
the reduction of the number to six fast-sailing vessels, by which a saving will accrue 
to the annual amount of ,£.12,600. a recommendation in which we entirely 
concur. 

TheCoastGuard and Cruizers beingunderone authority, a scale of promotion for 
the officers employed in the two services, may be advantageously introduced, and 
appears to us most desirable. Under this scale, Chief Officers in the command of 
Boats should be eligible for promotion to the command of Cruizers, and officers in 
the command of Cruizers for the appointment of Inspecting Commanders. Whilst 
the original nomination to the situation of Chief Officer remains with your Lordships 
the subsequent promotion of each individual should, we think, be left to the Comp- 
troller General, with the approbation of the Local Board. 

The opinion we have expressed of the advantages of keeping up the Preventive 
Coast Guard, of course depends upon the necessity which shall exist for the mainte- 
nance 
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nance of any guard of this description, we have already stated, that the duties for the preventive 
protection of which this Establishment has been formed, consist almost exclusively coast guar d. 
of those on Tobacco, and the rate of charge is at present so high in comparisoirwith ' * 

the value of the article, that we cannot but express our doubts of the practicability of 
continuing to enforce its collection in Ireland, without an expense to the Crown, 
disproportioned to the object in view. The smuggler may, indeed, be compelled to 
change his mode of proceeding, and we are, in fact, informed he has done so, by 
availing himself of the west coast of Scotland, as the place to land his tobacco,’ for 
the purpose of clandestinely introducing it afterwards, as occasion offers, into 
Ireland ; and we fear that whilst the present high duties continue, either by force or 
fraud, tobacco will illegally find its way into consumption. 

It appears from the following account, that whilst in England and Scotland the 
quantity of tobacco on which Duties have been paid, has not considerably dimi- 
nished ; in Ireland it is so much reduced as to make it evident, either that smug<din<r 
has not even at present been effectually put down, or that the amount of the duty 
operates materially to prevent consumption.

It may be a matter for consideration whether, if a reduction of this duty were made, 
an eventual sacrifice of Revenue would not be avoided by the increased quantity on 
which the low er duty would be paid, combined with the diminution which might 
then be made in the expense of the Guard at present indispensible. 

Our impression on this subject is so strong, that we should not have hesitated to 
recommend an immediate reduction of the Duty in Ireland, did w r e not feel, that 
unless accompanied by the adoption of a similar measure in England and Scotland, 
it would, by creating an inequality of duty on an article of considerable demand in 
the different parts of the kingdom, create a necessity for countervailing duties

-- — v , ' Report, and which, from the various modes of manufacturing tobacco, it would be 

almost impossible accurately to arrange. 

We at one time thought that in Ireland some reduction might be made, either in 
the number or salaries of the Coast Guard ; considering, however, the extent of 
the temptation to which persons engaged in the protection of the Revenue are 
necessarily exposed, the probable exertion of force on the part of the Smugglers 
when other means have failed, the cheapness of labour and the connection which 
it is certain the smugglers have established on the Coast, by which the removal of 
Tob ac c°, wherever landed, into all parts of the interior, is rendered a matter of little 
difficulty, we do not feel it advisable to recommend such a measure for your Lordships 
adoption, during the continuance of the present very high rate of duty.

qu arantine . TIIE Quarantine Service in Ireland, is regulated by orders issued by the lord 
Lieutenant in Council ; and in England, by the order of His Majesty in Council 
These orders provide only for the performance of Quarantine in the respective 
Countries ; and in consequence, if a vessel arrive in Ireland from foreign parts 
and after performing quarantine, or obtaining an order of exemption, as the' case 
may be, lands a portion of her cargo, and then proceeds to England to discharge 
the remainder, it is subject a second time to quarantine; in the same manner “if 
it arrive in the first instance in England, and proceed to Ireland, a second perform- 
ance of quarantine is exacted, affording another, and a striking instance of the policy 
which heretofore prevailed, of treating Ireland, as it regards regulations relating to 
Trade, precisely on the footing of a Foreign Country. 6 

Your Lordships will find this subject further elucidated, in a Report in the 
Appendix, from the Commissioners of Customs ; and we are satisfied it is only ne 
cessary to call your attention to it, to lead to the immediate issue of an Order in 
Council, to remedy the inconvenience.

and also that the regulation requiring vessels to proceed to particular stations, 
according to the port to which they are bound, should be rescinded, in order that 
each vessel may proceed to the nearest Quarantine station which wind and weather 
will permit. 

Should your Lordships concur in the propriety of these several recommenda- 
tions, it will be necessary that the Order in Council of the lGth September 1800, 
should be revoked, and that another should be issued in conformity with the above 
suggestions. 

The duty of superintending the performance of the Quarantine regulations, is 
entrusted, in the Port of Dublin, to the Inspector of Tidewaiters, under the title of Appendix, _ 

“ Deputy Pratique Master.” The Pratique Master is not under the Board of observations 8 
Customs, but appointed by the Lord Lieutenant, with a salary of £. 748. voted N „ 4> ' 

annually by Parliament. 

The principal officer, however, does not give any personal attention to the business 
of the office, and the whole of the salary is received by the deputy, who undertakes 
for the discharge of all the duty, and the payment of all necessary expenses, making 
an allowance to the principal of £■ 268. per annum. 

This appears to us to be in many respects an objectionable arrangement, and as 
we have no doubt that all the duties necessarily arising out of the Quarantine regu- 
lations, maybe efficiently discharged by the Tidesurveyors of the port, we recommend 
the abolition of the office of Pratique Master; such compensation being made to 
the person now in possession of the office, as your Lordships may deem reasonable. 



OUR examination of the Establishments of the Customs in Ireland, has brought LA c W u S st°o F mI HE 

under our notice some points of difference in the Revenue Laws of England , 

and Ireland, to which, with a view to that assimilation of practice which is 
manifestly so desirable, we think it right to call your Lordships attention. 

The directions given by your Lordships Minute of the 4th August last, to prepare 
for the consideration of Parliament, a consolidation of the laws of the Customs of 
England, Ireland and Scotland, will no doubt ultimately lead to the complete attain- 
ment of this object ; in the mean time, however, the differences in question require 
remedy. 

By the 4th section of an Act of the Irish Parliament, 14 & >5 Charles 2, c. g, 
masters or other persons having the command of vessels, cannot land or discharge 
goods until they have entered into bond with sureties not to sail until fully cleared by 
the Collector or Searcher of the port. This regulation does not appear to us neces- 
sary for the security of the Revenue ; and as no bond of this description is required 
in England, we recommend its discontinuance, and the repeal of the enactment. 

By the 2 2d section of the Irish Act, 27 Geo. 3, c. 28, no vessel is to be 
cleared for foreign parts, until the master and mate have given bond in a penalty of 
£. 200. not to smuggle into Ireland, and not to oppose the officers of the Crown in the 
execution of their duty. A similar bond was a few years since, required in Eng- 
land ; we are, however, informed that as the advantages to the Revenue were not 
found equal to the inconvenience it occasioned to the Merchants, the regulation has 
been repealed, and we see no reason why the same course should not be pursued 
as to Ireland. 

By the 18th section of the Irish Act, 40 Geo. 3, c. 79, bond is required to be 
given, that vessels under 20 tons shall not touch at places infected with the plague. 

As the Quarantine regulations apply to vessels of all rates of tonnage, there does not 
appear any sufficient reason for continuing this bond.

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customs. By the 4th section of the 46 Geo. 3, c. 87, it is enacted, That when the duties 

. are advanced on goods, before landing, in Ireland, and when it shall appear on 

subsequent examination that further duties are due, the goods liable to such further 
duty shall, within seven days, be specified in a post entry. In England post 
entries are required to be made immediately on ascertaining the additional duty • 
and as the interval allowed in Ireland is found to be attended with inconvenience’ 
we recommend that the practice in this instance should be made the same in the 
two Countries. 

By the 26th section of the same Act, it is required, when a cargo, or part of 
a cargo, is reported not to be landed, that a bond be given, with condition that the 
same shall not thereafter be brought on shore in Ireland. No such bond is required 
in England, and as it appears altogether unnecessary, we recommend that it should 
be discontinued. 

By the 3 2d section of the same Act, drawbacks and bounties on goods exported 
are not payable until thirty-one days after the sailing of the vessels. In Great 
Britain, by the Act 53 Geo. 3, c. 105, drawbacks and bounties are payable imme- 
diately ; and it appears to us desirable, to extend a similar benefit to the trade of 
Ireland. 

By the 7th section of the Act 48 Geo. 3, c. 56, attendance is required to be given 
by the m-door officers of the Customs, at the Ports of Ireland, from 9 to 4 o’clock. 
The attendance of this class of officers in England, is from 10 to 4 ; and as the 
continuance of a law enforcing a closer application in Ireland, appears to us to be 
objectionable, and as it may be found advantageous that a discretionary power should 
be left with the Commissioners, to regulate the hours of attendance of their officers 
as circumstances may render expedient, we recommend the repeal of the above 
clause. 

By the nth section of the 49th Geo. 3, c. 116, Collectors of the Customs are 
required to send weekly abstracts of their receipts and payments to the Board in 
Dubhn and are prohibited from taking credit for bills remitted, until the same are 
paid, lhese enactmeuts interfere with the complete adoption of the English system 
of account ; and as all regulations of this description can be provided for, and from 
time to time amended, as circumstances may require, under the authority of your 
Lordships or the Board of Customs, we recommend the repeal of the clause in 
question. 

By the 59th Geo. 3, c. 1 23, the Commissioners of Customs in London, and the 
Collectors and Comptrollers at the Out-ports, are empowered to allow the reports 
ot cargoes of vessels to be amended in some particular cases. This regulation has 
been found to prevent delay and inconvenience to the merchant, and should there- 
fore, m our opinion, be extended to Ireland. 



WAREHOUSING.

By the 4 th Geo. 4, c. 24 (Warehousing Act) goods warehoused on their first 
importation, are allowed to be removed under bond, without payment of duties, from 
one warehousing Port to another, for exportation; and by the same Act it is pro- 
vided, that if, upon their arrival, the proprietor is not prepared to export them im- 
mediately, he shall have liberty to deposit the goods, so removed, in the warehouses 
2 “ e ™'' elt ? er for exportation or home consumption. Under the construction 
that has been given to this law by the officers of the Customs, it is the practice in 
Ireland, as well as in Great Britain, to require the merchant to warehouse his 
goods, or at least to pass what is called a “ warehousing entry,” and to give a bond 
for the Crown s duties : By this proceeding, the merchant who is willing to pay the 
lull duties of the Crown immediately, is obliged to incur considerable and unnecessary 
expense, and frequent delays occur. 1 

The obvious intention of the Act in question, was to give to the Merchants every 
facility consistent with the due security of the Revenue, in regard as well to the 
warehousing as to the removal of goods under bond, and as all cllims of the Revenue 
appear to be satisfied by full payment of the duties, there does not seem to be any 
sufficient reason for the practice of compelling the merchant to warehouse his 
goods at the port to which removed, and thus delaying the payment of the 
Crown s duties, when he is not desirous of doing so. In our opinion, merchants 

should 
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should be allowed to remove goods on bond from one warehousing port to another warehousing. 

either for exportation or home consumption, under the regulations necessary for ' « * 

securing the Revenue ; and in case of their desiring to pay the duties immediately on 
the arrival of the goods, that they should be permitted to do so, without any 
unnecessary expense. 

It has also been represented to us, that, as the law now stands, a cargo may be 
imported from Foreign Countries to any port in the United Kingdom, not being 
a warehousing port, and the duties paid thereon, whilst a similar cargo cannot be 
removed under Bond from any warehousing port, and the duties in like manner paid. 

It appears to us a desirable extension of the Warehousing system, to permit Foreign 
goods to be removed from a warehousing port, to a port which has not that privilege, 
the duties being paid at the latter port immediately on arrival, in the same manner 
as if the vessel came direct from abroad, and we in consequence recommend it to 
your Lordships to take measures for that purpose.

INSTRUCTIONS addressed to the Board of Customs in Ireland, on issuing of the new No. 1. 

Commission for the Management of that Branch of Revenue. Instructions to 

the Board of 

Gentlemen, Customs, Ireland. 

m Majesty having been pleased to appoint you his Commissioners for managing his 
Revenues of Customs in Ireland, during the period which must elapse before the ma- 
nagement of that branch of the Revenue can be vested by an Act of the Legislature in one 
general Board for the United Kingdom, I am commanded by the Lords Commissioners of 
His Majesty’s Treasury to convey to you their Instructions for your guidance upon certain 
points, which will require your especial attention, with a view to prepare for that important 
change, in addition to the general duties of your Commission, in conducting the business 
of the Customs under the existing laws and regulations upon which it is now established in 
Ireland. 

1st. It is their desire, that you will inquire into the nature and extent of the judicial 
functions \vhich have been exercised by preceding Boards of Customs in Ireland, and 
which it will be a part of your duty to discharge, until some new regulation is made for 
disposing otherwise of the causes which now come to be tried before the Commissioners 
sitting as a Court of Judicature: as it is not intended that the branch of the general Board 
hereafter to be resident in Ireland shall exceed three members, it would obviously not be 
consistent with the due and punctual discharge of their ordinary duties, that such judicial 
functions should be imposed upon them ; it will therefore be necessary that some provision 
■ should be made for the hearing of litigated causes bv some other court. 

You will perceive by the Second Report of the Commissioners appointed by Parliament to 
inquire into the collection and management of the Revenue arising in Ireland, which is 
herewith transmitted to you, that several arrangements for this object have at various 
times been suggested ; and as one of these was submitted by a gentleman of legal emi- 
nence, who is counsel to your Board, it is the desire of their Lordships that you°should, 
without delay, communicate with him and his colleague, and also with His Majesty’s Law 
Officers in Ireland, with a view to submit to their Lordships such plan as to you and them 
shall appear, after the most careful consideration of the subject, to be the fittest for the 
despatch of these legal proceedings with the least possible expense, inconvenience and 
delay, either to the public or to the individuals concerned in them. In forming your 
opinion on such a plan, you will of course bear in mind the practice existing in England 
in respect to such legal proceedings ; and you will in this, and in all other matters in which 
you will have to suggest general charges to their Lordships, consider a perfect uniformity 
throughout the United Kingdom, as being a matter of the greatest importance, and one 
which their Lurdships are most anxious to establish, whenever local peculiarities may not 
render it absolutely impracticable. 

2d. It is their Lordships desire, that you will lose no time in causing an inquiry to be 
made by competent officers, into the modes practised in Ireland in receiving, landing, 
weighing, warehousing and delivering out goods by the officers of the Customs; and 
generally, in every part of the proceedings of those officers, relating to the charging of goods 
with the duties to which they are liable, with a view to ascertain in what respects they 
may differ in any particulars from the practice of the English Department for the same 
purposes; and j'ou will be pleased upon all such difference to express to their Lordships 
your opinion, whether the English or the Irish practice be the most expedient, bearing 
always in mind, that their Lordships are desirous of affording the utmost possible despatch 
to the subject, that may be consistent with the perfect security of the duties payable to 
the Crown.
